GREAT 


Later Details of the Death- 
dealing Storm. 


| Seven Persons Meet a Horrible Death 
in a Kansas Town. 


Tornado’s Terrible Work Through- 
out a Vast Area. 


Eight Bodies Taken from the Ruins at 
Chicago—Havoc in Missouri, Nebraska, 
and other Places in the De- 
stroyer’s Path. 


By Telegrapn to The Times. 

Kansas Orry, April 2.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Not until today was 
telegraphic communication restored 
with that district of Southern Kansas 
which was visited on Thursday by a 
terrible cyclone and yesterday by a 
terrific tornado. The dispatches to- 
night report no loss of life other than 
that stated by the Associated Press. 
The details of the incidents of this dis- 
aster at the various points present 
many strange and some _ horrible 
features. 

One strange and at thesame time hor- 
rible fate was that which overtook the 
family of Albert Eggers, who lived on 
a farm fear Wamego. The family had 
retired for the night when the storm 
struck the house. The force of the 
storm first moved the house from its 
foundation and dashed it to pieces on 
the ground, over 100 feet from its 
original. position, and then carried away 
the débris so that it was nearly impos- 
sible to tell where its destruction had 
talen place. Portions of the house 
have been found a distance of a mile 
from its foundation and _ pieces 
of the furniture are _ scattered 
all about the place. One’ chair 
but slightly damaged was found nearly 
a half mile distant from the location of 
the house. Mr, Eggers was the only 
one of a family of four who escaped 
death. Mrs. Beg gers, who had been 
sleeping with her two children was 
found nearly a quarter of a mile from 
the location. Clasped in her arms was 
a six-months-old baby. They had been 
ddshed to death and were crushed and 
mangled ina horrible manner. There 
was not a whole unbroken bone in either 
} body.” 


LOAN AND TROST. SEVEN KILLED. 


Details of the Deadly Work of the Tor- 
nado at Wamego, Kan. 

Kansas City, April 2.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The Star’s Wamego 
(Kan.) special says: ‘Seven persons 
killed is the dreadful record of Thurs- 
day night’s cyclone in this vicinity. 
The dead are: Mrs. Albert Eggers and 
two children aged 8 and 5 years, re- 
spectively; Joseph Johnson, # laborer 
onthe Eggers farm; Charles Taylor, 
Mrs. Charles Taylor and her nine-year- 
old child. Taylor was completely de- 
molished and was scattered about broad- 
cast over his farm, Mrs. Eggers was 
found dead, clasping in her arms the 
dead body of her youngest child. The 
body of the elder child was found some 
distance from those of its mother’ and 
brothers. The faces of all had the ap- 
pearance of being powder burned, dust 
and dirt having been forced below «the 
skin by the force of the wind. 

‘‘Albert Eggers was found about mid- 
night wandering about hisfarm. He 
was in a dazed condition and has sus- 
tained a fracture of the right arm and 
othér bad bruises. His injuries may 
result fatally. His mind now appears 
to be completely lost, the result of 
learning the dreadful fate of his wife 
and children. 

‘The house of John Taylor was moved 

some distance from its foundation and 
then crushed to the ground with terri- 
ble force, wrecking it completely. 
Taylor’s body was found among the 
}débris crushed and mangled beyond 
recognition. His nine-year-old child 
met death in the ruins, its body being 
found near that of its father. Mrs. 
Taylor was rescued from the ruins in 
an unconscious condition. She cannot 
recover. 
' “The house of J. T. Genns, occupied by 
John Fullmer, was twisted out of shape 
and almost completely wrecked. Full- 
mer’s wife and mother were terribly 
injured, They will. probably recover, 
Other houses in this vicinity were badly 
damaged by the storm, but no other 
fatalities have been reported.” 


THE CHICAGO DISASTER. 


Kight Pe rsons Killed—Removing the Man- 
gied Remaius from the Ruins. 

Cuicaco, April 2.—[By the Associated 
Press.] Today the people reported last 
night as dangerously injured in the 
terrible disaster at Halsted and Pierce 
streets, caused by the collapse of a 
seven-story building in a whirlwind, 
appeared to havea fair chance of re- 
covery. Eight is the total number of 
those dead. They are; Edward Mott, 
aged 2 years; Alice Hulett, Horace 
Mott, aged 5 years; David Hulett, aged 
6 months; William Cowan, aged 10 
years; Miss Mary Walsh, Joliet, IL, 
Mrs. William Cowan. The bodies of 
Samuel Barsdale, Miss Walsh, Mrs. 
Cowan and the latter’s ten-year old 
son, William, were still in the ruins 
this morning. 

It is charged that the Hulett buildin 
was four stories higher than it shoul 
have been. The permit issued to the 
owner, Samuel Young, was for a three- 
story structure. In behalf of the owner 
it is asserted that the strength of. the 
building was fully up to the municipal 
requirements.

reached. The body was so frightfully 
crushed that identification was well 
nigh impossible. The remains were 
those of Miss Walsh. Nearly two hours

IN MISSOURI. 


Considerable Damage Done and Some 
Casualties Reported. 

Sr. Louis, April 2.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The storm was general in 
the West. The tornado touched points 
like St. Louis jightly, and but little 
damage was done here with one excep- 
tion. A brick hallatNo. 1540 South 
Broadway was blown down. Four men 
working on the building were badly 
hurt. Henry Luck was hurt internally 
and will die. Emil Schmidt, Theodore 
Piper and John Hensol were all badly 
bruised and cut, but not dangerously. 

Much damage was done to roofs, 
fences, etc., but though large in the 
aggregate, the individual instances 
were not of any moment. Tonight it is 
clear with , a moderate breeze blow- 
in 
iiosszs (Mo. ,) April 2.—The storm 
here was the worst for years. All day 
it blew strong. Wires and poles in the 
city aredown. The heavy corrugated 
iron roof of the Kelke carriage factory 
was lifted off by the wind. 

At Otterville, fourteen miles East of 
here, a box-car was blown from a side 
track, and tossed over upon the right- 
of-way. No loss of life is reported. 


The Storm in Colorado, 

Denver, (Colo.,) April 2.—Few par- 
ticulars have been received here re- 
garding the damage done by the storm 
between here and Kansas City, and the 
extent of the mischief can only be sur- 
mised. Fora stretch of over 100 miles 
between Cheyenne and Kansas City tes- 
egraph lines are all down, the pole. 
being literally blown out of the ground. 


The Disaster at Tonawanda. 

Kansas City, April 2.—At Tonawanda 
six persons were killed, James hailey 
and John Blake being the two not pre- 
viously reported. 

At Augusta the storm wrought more 
havoc and caused considerable loss of 
life. Houses were leveled tothe ground 
and the inmates were crushed and 
mangled. 


A Texas Town Wiped Out, 

Hovston (Tex.,) April 2.—A_ report 
has just been received that the town of 
Santa Ana was almost destroved last 
night by a cyclone, *Three persons 
were killed outright and a score or 
more seriously injured. There was 
hardly a building in the place left un- 
injured. 


THE ARGENAINE REVOLT. 


The Government Officials Cut Telegraphic 
Communication, 


Buenos Ayres, April 2.—Telegraphic 
communication throughout the Argen- 
tine Republic is suspended, the govern- 
ment having closed the offices of the 
Trans-Andean Company in the Repub- 
lic. 

Lonpon, April 2.—A dispatch from 
Buenos Ayres says that the leaders in 
the plot to overthrow the government 
have been arrested, There is no dis- 
order here. 


SWORE A TRUCE, 


Peace Between the Republican Factions 
at San Francisco. 


San Francisco, April 2.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.] Itis stated that the 
rival factions in the Repbulitan County 
Committee have settled their difficulties 
and swormatruce.

THREW 


Venezuelan Rebels Resort to 
Dynamite, 


An Attempt to Assassinate President 
Palacio. 


He is Supposed to Have Fled in Ter- 
ror from His Capital. 


Other Foreign News—Great Fire at Ham- 
burg—Anarchist Rumors Flying 
Thick and Fast at the 
French Capital, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New Yors,.April 3.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The Herald’s Caracas 
cable says: ‘‘President- Palacio has 
hada narrow escape from death by 
dynamite. A bomb was thrown by some 
unknown person at the Casa Amarilla, 
or President’s Yellow House, which is 
one of the most notable edifices in Car- 
acas and corresponds to the White 
House at Washington. 

“Palacio was then in one of his rooms 
conferring with some of his leaders as 
tothe plan of campaign against Gen. 
Crespo and his army of rebels. The 
bomb’s tremendous detonation caused 
a fearfyl panic. The police were at 
once notified of the attempted assassin- 
ation andina short time they dashed 
uptothe Casa Amarilla. The troops 
also hurried to the scene. All the win- 
dows in the building were smashed. 
Palacio was very badl y frightened. 

“The withdrawal of troops from all 
parts of the city and efforts of the 


-police and soldiers to protect the of- 


ficials gave the revolutionists con- 
cerned inthe plot every chance to es- 
cape. When search was made for them 
not a trace could be found. Numerous 
partisans of Crespo took advantage of 
the situation and of the guards being 
summoned to the Yellow House to leave 
the city with the intention of joining 
the rebels. It is rumored that on the 
morning following the explosion the 
Palacio family privately left the cap- 
ital. 

‘‘All members of the federal councH 
are in jail. Everybody of prominence 
is in constant fear for his personal 
safety. The blight of suspicion is 
enough to cause the arrest of the most 
prominent citizens of Caracas. Gen. 
Crespo is with Manzalo at San Carlos. 
They have a large army of lancers and 
1500 infantry. The surrounding coun- 
try is level and would be nearly all to 
the advantage of the lancers.. It is 
hardly probable that the government 
troops will dare to give battle to the 
enemy.”’ 

RUMORED REBEL VICTORY. 

New York, April 2.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] News received from Car- 
acas, Venezuela, by the Herald, is as 
follows: “The government troops, 
commanded by Gen. Rodriguez have 
been repulsed, near Ortiz. The revo- 
lutionists occupied Ortiz in the state of 
Guarico, and then began an advance on 
Cura, a- city of 10,000 inhabitants, 
sixty miles southwest of Caracas. 

‘‘The success at Ortiz, was followed by 
the seizure of the national gunboat 
Nuente de Julio, which was at Esmer- 
ado, on the Orinoco River. This suc. 


cess gives the rebels command of the 


upper end of the river, and will be ona 
great advantage in future operations. 
Gen. Balistai is marching from Seamers 
with 1000 soldiers to fight for the 
revolutionists.”’ 


GREAT FIRE AT HAMBURG. 


A Warehouse Burned—The Losses wili 
Run into the Millions. 

Hamspure, April 2.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] A fire broke out at 
7:80 o'clock this morning in a ware- 
house at the Kaiser quay. The’ flames, 
fed by inflammable contents of the build- 
ing, spread with alarming rapidity, and 
at noon the damage amounted to sev- 
eral million marks. The firemen were 
promptly at the scene, but the streams 
on the burning building did not check 
The 
heat of the fire was intense, and the 
efforts of the firemen were principally 
directed to preventing the fire from 
spreading to the adjacent buildings. 
Herr Tegge, chief of the fire brigade, 
is missing, and it is thought he has 
perished. Several firemen received 
dangerous injuries by being struck with 
falling débris. 

By the time the fire burned itself out 
the warehouse was completely gutted, 
and only the bare walls were left stand- 
ing. Large quantities of cotton and 
coffee were stored on the upper floor 
while the cellars were filled with casks 
and barrels of oils and spirits, which 
made an intensely hot fire. The exact 
loss by the tire is as yet unknown, but 
it is very heavy. 7 


ALL HAD TO JUMP. 


Six Persons ‘Fatally Injured by Leaping 
from a Burning Building. 

Beruin, April 2.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| A dwelling house in 
Posen caught fire during the night just 
passed, and before all the occupants 
could get out the staircases were 
burned away. In the fourth story of 
the burning house were a woman and 
five children. The only way for them 
to attempt to escape the awful death 
that threatened them was to jump from 
the windows. The crowd on the street 
procured a blanket, which was spread 
open and held in position by a number 
of men. The woman and children were 
then told to jump. They did so. 

The woman jumped and struck the 
blanket witn such force that it was torn 
from the grasp of the men and she fell 
to the stone pavementand wasinstantly 
killed. It seemed to be impossible for 
the men to hold the blanket. firmly 
enough to break the fall.

Mark Hopkins was 
the first treasurer. He was succeeded 
by his nephew, E. W. Hopkins, and he 
by Timothy Hopkins. Thus the treasur- 
ership has been in the hands of a 
Hopkins for thirty years. The position 
will soon be filled by somebody of an- 


other name. 


Rev. Dr. Paxkacrst of New York 
city has made his point. When he 
first exposed the open violation of law 
in New York inthe matter of open Sa- 
loons they said he talked superficially. 
Then he. went ‘“‘slumming,’’ hired four 
or five detectives, and the next time he 
talked on the subject he gave specifica- 
tions. Now the grand jury has taken 


the matter up and the Tammany gov- 
' ernment is severely scored for conniv- 


ing in open violations of the law. The 


preacher is ‘‘on top.”’ 


BroTHerR TaLMAGE regaled his congre- 
gation yesterday with the ‘‘wit and 
humor’”’ of the old and New Testaments, 
not neglecting to give the Savior credit 
for many humorous epigrams. The 
Kansas City Star thinks that if Tal- 
mage really intends to get up a com- 
pilation of Scriptural jokes he must not, 
ignore the prank played upon the old 
prophet of Bethel by hissons, as thus 
related in the first book of Kings: ‘‘And 
he spaketohis sonssaying: ‘Saddle me 
the ass.’ And they saddled him.”’ 
Which was considered a great joke on 
the prophet. 


Tue San Francisco Chronicle thinks it 
would have been a great joke on En- 
gland, diplomatically and otherwise, if 
the ironclad Warspite had been dis- 
abled, as was first reported, and she had 
been obliged to call on a couple of tugs 
totow herinto San Francisco harbor 
for repairs. We could then have got 
up a strike among the laborers and de- 
layed the repairs until the Bering Sea 
negotiations are well concluded. How- 
ever, the Warspite is not disabled, and 
there is not much likelihood that she 
will be called upon for offensive opera- 
tions against our navy. So the joke 
will have to pass. 


Tue information that the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company, in its greed 
for more land, proposes to dispossess 
many settlers in the west side of San 
Joaquin Valley, revives the incidents of 
the Hanford difficulty years ago. It is 
a great pity “that hard-working and 
needy settlers on public lands should be 
persecuted. There is surely some big 
screw loose in the Government land 
laws and the terms of railroad grants 
when. such athing becomes possible. 
To most of these people a controversy 
ip the courts witha wealthy corpora- 
tion amounts to practical confiscation, 
whether they have justice on their side 
ornot. Ifthe railroad does not swal- 
low them, lawyers’ fees and court ex- 
penses will. So it is all one in the long 
run, 


THE mortgage tax in this State, al- 
though designed especially for the ben- 
efit of the borrower, has always 
worked the other way. Money lenders 
have taken advantage’ of the situation 
to put rates of interest up to cover the 
amount of any possible tax and 1 per 
cent. or so extra for good measure. 
Thus, no matter what the law provides, 
the borrower foots the bill, and he is a 
little worse off with the law than with- 
out it. In Ohio the Legislature has 
been wrestling with the same proposi- 
tion. The lower house has passed a 
bill which provides that the holder of 
real estate encumbered with a mort- 
gage shall, upon payment of taxes, be 
given two separate tax receipts. One 
of these shall represent the entire tax 
and the other shall represent the 
amount of tax paid on the mortgaged 
portion of the property value. The 
mortgagor can -then apply this latter 
receipt upon payment of the interest or 
principal of the mortgage as so much 
cash, and the mortgagee must accept it 
as such. This is really no better. safe- 
guard than we have in California, for 
our law provides that the mortgagor 
may pay the tax and take it out. of 
principle or interest in settlement. 
Shylock has a.dozen different devices 
by which he is able to circumyent this 
provision. Ohio will learn in time that 
@ mortgage tax is a bad thing to fool

In the Californian Magazine for April 
there is atemperate and well-consid- 
ered paper by John Bonner on ‘The 
Labor Question of the Pacific Coast.”’ 
Mr. Bonner does not write from the 
standpoint of an employer or of an em- 
ployé, but merely as a historian, chron- 
icling facts in the industrial progress 
or retrogression of the Coast. He does 
not color his subject to suit'the purposes 
of trades unionism or to antagonize 
them, but he tells aplain story which 
shows to any intelligent and thoughtful 
man how many of our industries have 
been crippled by the _ proscriptions, 
strikes and boycotts of the professional 
agitators; how business has been driven 
away, manufacturing curtailed and the 
demand for labor lessened, thus reach- 
ing at last upon the laboring classes 
themselves. . 

Mr. Bonner shows that, until the ex- 
haustion of the mines in the Comstock, 
labor in California always commanded 
three or four times the wages it was 
worth in the East. From 1878 to. 
881, during the collapse of mining 
anda general stagnation of industry 
and trade, California was about the 
worst place in the country for a laborer 
or mechanic to find employment, al- 
though the wages of those actualy em- 
ployed were still held above the East- 
ern figures. With evidences of a re- 
turning tide of prosperity, began the 
organization of trades unions in nearly 
every branch of industry and their gen- 
eral association in a federation with~ 
the avowed object of keeping up prices 
to the old-time California standard. 
These efforts, for a time, were success- 
ful to a marked ‘degree. But, intoxi- 
cated with the power of which they 
find themselves possessed, the Fede- 
rated Trades and the unions in their 
several capacities began to draw the 
lines tighter and tighter on their em- 
ployers, until they assumed to dictate. 
nearly all of the methods by which in- 
dustrial capital should be managed. 

The primary object of these trades 
union regulations was to keep rates of 
wages in California up to the old stand- 
ard, ranging anywhere from 25 to 8Q0 
per cent. above ruling rates in the East 
and foreign countries. To do this the 
managers concluded that they must 
make California a closed borough—a 
preserve for the chosen few already in 
possession, upon which no poaching 
should be allowed by outsiders. There 
were three avenues of encroachment: 
from the East, from oriental countries 
in the west, and from the youth of the 
State who were growing up to the 
knowledge of the various trades. Un- 
friendly legislation by the unions by 
which Eastern mechanics newly arrived 
were kept out of the unions and denied 
work as non-union men accomplished 
the first. The anti-Chinese agitation, 
proscriptions against goods manufac- 
tured by Chinamen, and hostile legisla- 
‘tion against Chinese immigration 
struck at the second, Then sumptuary 
laws adopted by the unions, limiting 
the number of apprentices to be em- 
ployed in any shop or factory very 
nearly closed the third gate. 

How well the unions have succeeded 
in maintaining the price of labor on the 
Pacific Coast, the’ following extract 
from a table which was lately compiled 
by ex-Commissioner of Labor Tobin will 
show (Report of 1887-88, page 147:) 


The discrepancy between the market 
value of skilled labor in California and 
its value elsewhere might be accounted 
for.if the cost of Jiving were higher in 
the Pacific than inthe Atlantic States. 
But in fact it is less. Food of all kinds 
is abundant and cheap; the mildness df 
the climate minimizes a workman’s ex- 


penditure for clothing and fuel; rents 
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are, perhaps, higher in San Francisco 
than in the suburbs of Chicago and New 
York, and dry goods and manufactured 
goods, which the resident of the Pacific 
Coast must get from the East, are 
dearer. Butevery other necessary of 
life can be obtained for less money in 
San Francisco than in New York. 

‘One is lost in admiration,’’ says Mr. 
Bonner, ‘‘of the ingenuity with which, 
under these circumstances, the labor or- 
ganizations of the Pacific Coast have 
defeated the operationwf natural laws 
and maintained wages at double or 
treble the Eastern or European level. 
It is one of the most astonishing inci- 
dents in the history of industry.” 

But now let us see how this monopoly 
of the labor market worked in the long 
run. 

In the early months of 1885 the 
wages of an iron molder were $8 a day. 
The men struck for an advance and on 
the 8th of June of that vear the foun- 
dries agreed to pay $3.25. Two years 
afterward the men struck again and got 
their wages raised to $3.50. Encour- 
aged by these victories the union 
adopted rules modifying the internal 
economy of the shops, taking their man- 
agement, in small details, out of the 
hands of the owners to place it in the 
control of the unions. Qne of these 
rules was to limit the amonnt of work 
which any union man should do:ina 
day. The standard of work was thus 
lowered to the capacity of the slowest 
maninthe shop. Seeing. the necessity.’ 
of checking this interference with their 
business which was growing month by 
month more unbearable, the iron manu- 
facturers associated themselves to- 
gether and resisted the unions in this 
last regulation. There was a strike. 
Mr. Bonner says: 


The conflict was bitter. The shops were 
manned with non-union labor, and skilled 
labor imported from the East; but work 
was conducted under circumstances otf 
great difficulty. It became necessary to 
lodge and feed the workmen in the shops; 
their lives would not have been safe had 
they walked the streets. Though a large 
force of police patroled the surroundings 
of the foundries, at least a score of men 
were attacked by the strikers and cruelly 
beaten. To save the life of one of his men, 
Mr. Kerr was compelled to shoot a striker: 
dead. He was promptly arrested, tried and 
acquitted. A quantity of iron and steel 
work which was required in California, and 
which would have been done in San Fran- 
cisco but for the strike, had to be sent East. 
Valentine, the president.of the Molders’ 
Union, boasted that the strike had delayed 
the construction of one of the cruisers, 
lately built at the Union Iron Works, by 
several months. In the meantime about 
180 skilled mechanics, many of them with 
families, lived on $1 a day for months— 
the money being contributed by sympa- 
thetic unions. The end, which was obvious 
from the first, came atthe end of twenty 
months; the strikers surrendered,.and the 
founders won a complete victory.’ 

In this case the issue was not a question 
of wages or hours of labor; the question 
involved was whether the unions or the 
owners should run an industrial enterprise. 


The strike of the boot: and shoe work- 
ers is nextinstanced. This occurred on 
the demand of the union for the imme- 
diate discharge of all Chinese hands, 
although it was found impossible to sup- 
ply their places with white labor, The 
writer observes that this strike was pro- 
ductive of serious and unexpected con- 
sequences. San Francisco had been for 
years the chief source of supply for | 
boot and shoe dealers, not only. in Cali- 
fornia, but likewise in: Arizona, New 
Mexico, Western Texas, Colorado, Utah, 
Nevada, Montana, Idaho, Oregon, Brit- 
ish Columbia and-the Islands. These 
dealers, apprised of the strike by tele- 
graph, and apprehensive that it would. 
prevent their orders being filled, dupli- 
cated them to manufacturing centers in 
Massachusetts. The trade on the Coast 
was demoralized and partially trans-. 
ferred. 
boots and shoes at San Francisco from 
Eastern points were 49,821 cases; and 
this was about an average before the la- 
bor troubles began. In 1886 they were 
73,076 cases; and, the trade accommo- 
dating itself to the new demands, in 
1889 there were 120,594 cases, be- 
sides 24,891 cases brought in by sea. 

The fight ended in the strikers beg- 
ging to be taken back. But the indus- 
try had received a blow from which it 
has ngt yet recovered; and, of course, 
the journeymen have suffered with the 
bosses. 
renewed contention, and this has proved 
sO aggravating that one manufacturer 
named Murr, whose factory occupied 
four large buildings which he filled 
with workmen, has removed his plant 
to Vermont, where, as he says, people 
will not worry him about the color or 
the religion of his men, Other mann- 
facturers talk of following his example. ; 
Mr. F. S. Chadbourne proposes to leave 
the State with his plant. 

Meanwhile, the cigar-makers tried 
their hands at a strike, and it was their 
destiny to discover simultaneously with 
the shoemakers that the machine of 
commerce is delicate, and when thrown 
out of gearis not easily repaired.and 
set going again. The news that the 
cigar-making industry of San Francisco 
had been disorganized by labor disputes 
soon spread throughout the region 
which had been in the habit of drawing 
its supply of smokables from that point, 
and the dealers began to look elsewhere 
for stock. Eastern drummers swarmed 
over the slope from Vancouver to Tuc- 
son, and even to El Paso; and when the 
Hungarian and Polish gentlemen con- 
cluded to pocket their pride and to 
work in a room which was contami- 
nated by the presence of a Chinaman, 
they found that the manufacturer had 
been compelled to curtail his force in 
consequence of the falling off in his 
sales. The number of cigars made in 
California in 1884 was, in round fig- 
ures, 151,000,000; in 1889 it had 
fallen to 138,000,000, a decrease of 
12 percent. The value. of the stamps 
sold by the Government for cigarettes | 
was, in 1881, $12,980; in 1889 it was 

$1728. The falling off is heavier than 
can be explained by the reduction in 
the internal revenue on tobacco prod- 
ucts.

The 
qbality of this first shipment of Califor- 
nia tin is'said to be fully equal to that 
of the best tin from the Straits Settle- 
“ments, and the price will reach that 
obtained for this grade of imported tin. 

It is a-significant fact that the arrival 
of this consignment in New York was 
sufficient to induce the London dealers 
in tin ‘to -cable their representatives to 
lower the price at once. Such a move- 
ment is intended to test the vitality of 


the héw enterprise, and, if possible, 


crowd it to the wall. Butthat game 
will hardly work. The owners of the 
Temescal mine happen to be English- 
men themselves, and we believe they 
have abundant means to carry their en- 
terprise. forward, irrespective of any 
fluctuations in the market. They need 
only to extend their facilities for min- 
ing and reducing the ore and they will 
then make a decided impression on the 
market. The imports at present amount 
to about $7,000,000 annually. There 
is no reason why this may not all be 
sipplied by American mines within a 
few years, and the industry may then 
keep on growing until we have tin to 
ezport.. That is the way American pro- 
ductions have been built up.

-Wasuineotos, April 2.—A bill was re- 
ported from the Committee on Agricul- 
ture as a substitute for the Hatch bill 
and other measures kefore the commit- 
tee in regard to futures and options and 
impossing special taxes on dealers 
therein. The bill is a voluminous docu- 
ment comprising fifteen sections. The 
difference between it andthe Washburn 
bill is to be found in the inclusion of the 
present bill of cotton and hops among 
the articles which may not be dealt in 
through futures and options. The re- 
mainder of this bill is substantially sim- 
ilar’ to the Washburn measure.

CLEVELAND ON THE STUMP. 


The Ex-Presidentt Orates and Shakes 
' Hands Exhaustively. 

Provipence (R. April 2.—[By the 

Associated Press.] The political tem- 
perature of Rhode Island is at a fever 
heat tonight. Both parties profess 
great confidence. The Democratic 
campaign reached its climax today in 
ex-President Cleveland’s speech and 
reception. Mr. Cleveland was greeted 
on his arrival with such a demonst ra- 
tion as has seldom been given to any 
public man. He was accompanied by 
ex-Secretary of the Navy Whitney, ex- 
Gov. James E. Campbell of Ohio and 
Congressman Oscar Lapham. John 
McCall of New York and George Evans 
of Philadelphia, friends of* ex-Gov. 
Campbell, were also in the party. The 
crowd closed around the carriages and 
shouted and cheered for Cleveland. 
The party was driven to the opera- 
house through a mass of people who 
blocked the streets and followed them. 
The operahouse was packed shortly 
after 2 o’clock, and all State candidates 
and almost all the leading journalists 
of the State were on the platform. 

Several short speeches were made be- 
fore ex-President Cleveland arrived. 
Congressman McAdoo of New Jersey 
was speaking when Mr. Cleveland came 
in and his entrance was the signal for a 
burst of enthusiastic cheering. After 
silence had been secured, Chairman 
Franklin P. Owen ot the Democratic 
Central Committee introduced Hon. W. 
C. Ardell of Bristol, candidate for Goy- 
ernor. He presented Mr. Cleveland as 
the next President and wild applause 
and waving of- handkerchiefs by ladies 
in the boxes followed. The ex-Presi- 
dent spoke at some length. He said he 
had come to look in the faces of the 
men who had been given places of 
honor in the advance of the vast army 
who, which moves toward the decisive 
battlefieldof November. He continued: 

Large and bright upon Your banners are 
blazoned the words “tariff reform,’’ the 

- Shibboleth of true Democracy and test of 
loyalty tothe people's cause. The fight for 
stice and the rightis a clean and com- 
forting one, because the American people 
love justice and the right. Ours must be 
the winning ight. We not only stand upon 
sure andsafeground when we appeal to 
‘onesty and morality in our championship 
vu! the interest of the masses as related to 
t.riif taxation, but our mission is invested 
with the highest patriatism when we at- 
tempt to preserve from perversion, distor- 
tionand decay the justice, equality and 
moralintegrity which are the constituent 
elements of our scheme of popular govern. 
ment. Our sincerity cannot be doubted. 
In the beginning of thestruggle we were 
not only bitterly opposed by the great party 
of avowed enemies, but embarrassed by 
those inour ranks who had become in- 
fected with the unwholesome atmosphere 
our enemies had created. We hesitated 
ta moment boldly to encounter both.

His first reference to tariff 
reform was the signal for a burst of 
cheers and thereafter the speeth was 
interrupted again and again with ap- 
plause and ‘cheering. The audience 
was evidently thoroughly in sympathy 
with the speaker throughout his dis- 
cussion on the tariff. At the close of 
his speech le was greeted with pro- 


longed applause. 


Ex-Gov. Campbell of Ohio followed 
and opened by referring to the action of 
the Republicans in securing large halls 
in Providence and preventing the Dem- 
ocrats from using them. He then took 
up and answered the newspaper criti- 
cisms of his recent speeches. He could 
not see how foreign citizens ora poor 
man could vote the Republican ticket in 
Rhode Island. .Ex-Goy. Campbell’s 
speech was received sympathetically. 
His manner took with the audience and 
he was several times interrupted with 
laughter. At the close of the speech 
the meeting adjourned. Ex-President 
Cleveland was again greeted with 
cheers when he reached the street.

Cnicago, April 2.—[By the Associated 
Press.]| The boodler investigation 
which has caused.such a stir among all\ 
politicians ended today. A _ recom- 
mendation by the grand jury was made 
looking to a continuance of the inquiry 
by a specially chosen body, but whether 
this will be done seemed this noon 
rather problematical, | 

The final session was a stormy one. 
The grand jury voted not to rescind the 
indictments against Alderman Daniel 
O’Brien, one of the alleged boodlers 
against whom the evidence is said to be 
flimsy. Six members of the grand jury 
favored rescinding and voted for similar 
action in the cases of Aldermen Michal- 
son, Boulder, Gosshlin and Gorman, de- 
claring that the accusations were based 
upon mere heresay. 

Gen Levy, the foreman of the grand 
jury, violently assailed his dissenting 
associates, hinting that they too were 
corrupt. This was warmly resented 
and for a time the session seemed likely 
to end in a rough and tumble fight. 

Under the indictments only one of 
the ten suspected officials, Alderman 
William O’Brien, must necessarialy go 
to the penitentiary, if found guilty: 
The others, even if convicted, will es- 
cape with a fine.

Dr. O. H. Conger died at 2:30 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon at his residence on 
West Colorado street after a lingering ill- 
ness. During the past year he had not 
been in excellent health and about three 
months ago he was confined to bed on ac- 
count of stomach troubles. Since that 
time he failed steadily, and during the 
past few days it was known that the end 
was not tar off. 

Dr. Conger wasa citizen of prominence 
and his career was an eventful one. He 
was anative of New York State. In 1843 
he emigrated to Wisconsin. Soon after he 
was graduated from the Chicago Medical 
College and afterward practiced medicine 
for several years. In 1850 he crossed the 
plains with a small party of venturesome 
spirits, among whom was Judge O. F. 

eed, now a resident of Pasadena. Ar- 
riving in California they took an active 
part in mining operations in the northern 

tof the State. After remaining in Cal- 
ornia for several years Dr. Conger re. 
turned to his former home in Wisconsin. 
It was not long, however, before he re- 
turned to the land of sunshine 
and gold. He led an unusually act- 
ive life aboutthis time, andit is stated 
that he crossed the plains no less than a 
dozen times before the first railroad was 
built to the Pacific Coast. ’ 

Later on he engaged in mining operations 
in’ Utah. His headquarters were at Salt 
Lake city, but he very thoroughly explored 
the southern part of Utah and adjacent 
territory and was remarkably well-posted 
‘on all matters pertaining to this section of 
country. In 1874 he came to Pasadena, 
where he hassince resided. Since then he 
has led a comparatively quiet life. He de- 
voted considerable attention to matters per- 
taining to horticulture and fruit-growing 
and was interested to some extent in min- 
hereabouts, He was devoted 
to Pasadena and was ever active in matters 
pertainfmg to the. advancement of the 
town's best interests, He wasa prominent 
member of Pasadena Lodge, No. 272, F. 
and A.M., which organization will conduct 
the funeral.

An Old Oil Well to be Sunk to a Depth 
of 3000 feet. 


Improvements at the Pass Schvolhonse— 
The “Pot Hunter” Nuisance—Rain- 
 fall—Planting Sugar Beet Seed 

—Hollywood Notes. 


In anticipation of their fine new school 
building the trustees of the Pass school are 
moving the supervisor to enlarge the dis. 
trict to take in several families and farms 
which patronize the school but belong to 
other districts. In accordance with the 
suggestion of Mrs. Moll, the bright young 
teacher who has made the school so popu- 
lar, the trustees have concluded to add a 
very novel and useful feature tothe new 
building in the shape of two fine bath tubs. 
This idea should be followed generally, as 
it will undoubtedly be of great benefit as a 
sanitary measure. 

The old oil well on the Weid place which 
was sunk to the depth of 800 feet some 
years ago, and from which asmall quan. 
tity of petroleum, water and gas has issued 
ever since, is to be deepened to 3000 feet 
if necessary, to secure a good flow of pe- 
troleum. This work is to be done by a syn- 
dicate of San Francisco capitalists. 

Gas is bubbling from a well which was 
dug for water not far from the old well, 
this month. But this is not an uncommon 
occurence in this valley. 

Our people are already considering the 
furnishing of rare plants for the Columbian 
Exposition. They will be entirely new as 
open air products of the United States, 
consisting of chrimoya, alligator-pear, 
St. John’s bread, bananas, Italian persim- 
mons, etc.

THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


A Crisis Approaching in Seventh 
Regiment Affairs. 


Petitions Being Circulated Asking that 
the Companies Be Mustered 
out of the Service—The 
Reagons Given. 


A crisis will probably be reached in 
the affairs of the Seventh Regiment, N. 
G.’C., during the present week. Not 
only are the officers thoroughly dis- 


heard on every side. 

The enlisted men of the three com- 
panies here in the city are circulating 
among their respective companies a pe- 
tition to the Commander-in-Chief pray- 
ing that headquarters take immediate 
action in the matter, and muster out 
the several companies of the regiment. 

The petition of the men of Co. A has 
already been signed by all the members 
excepting two orthree that are not in 
the city, whose names will also be 
placed upon the petition as soon as the 
power of attorney arrives, but in case 
such power does not arrive before Mon- 
day the paper will be forwarded at 
once without these signatures. 

The following is the petition in full: 

Brig.-Gen. C. C. Allen, Adjutent- of 
California, Sacramento, Cal.—Sm: We, the 
undersigned enlisted men ot Co. A. Seventh 
Infantry, N. G. C.. desire to indorse the ac- 
tion of the officers of this command in ten- 
dering their resignations as officers in the 
National Guard of California. 

We further respectfully request that we 
be mustered out of the military services of 
the State. 

We cannot, without sacrificing our self- 
respect, serve under the command of Col. 
W. H, H. Russell for the following reasons: 

First—He was convicted by a general 
court martial (see G. O. No. 3, May 1, 
1890,) of conddct unbecoming an officer 
and a gentleman. 

Second—Conduct to the prejudice of good 
order and military discipline. 

Third—Neglect of duty. 

Fourth—Disobedience of lawful com- 
mands of superior officer and violation of 
the twenty-first article of war. 

Fifth—Violation of the twentieth article 
of war. 

Further, the Commander-in-Chief, on 
July 16,1890, inG.O. No. 11, last para- 
graph, says: 

“The evidence adduced in this case shows 
great carelessness in the rformance of 
his duty, by Col. W. H. H. Russell, and neg- 
ligence in the management of the financial 
affairs of his command, running through a 
long term of years. Italso shows a want of 
respect for superior authority, and a dis- 
position to disobey lawfulorders. Petitions 
from a large number of the officers and en- 
listed men of his regiment have been re- 
ceived at these headquarters, asking that 
the sentence of the Court in his case be 
carried into effect, and that he shall be dis- 
charged from the State military service. 
For the foregoing reasons the Commander- 
in-Chief is convinced that the service de- 
mands that Col. Russell shall no longer. ex- 
ercise active command. 

We are, sir, most respectfully your obe- 
dient servants.”’ 

The petitions of the other companies 
will be forwarded within a day or two, 
and itis believed that they will have 
some effect at headquarters. 

One of the most enthusiastic guards- 
men in the city was interviewed by a 
Times reporter last evening. The gen- 
tleman said: 

If the Commander-in-Chief at that time 
considered it as the proper thing to save 
the National Guard, why should that opinion 
be changed? Has not the Seventh Regi- 
ment, under the guidance of the line officers 
serving under the command of a most efii- 
cient officer in the person of Col. Schreiber, 
brought this regiment out of the mud and 
placed it on a good foundation? Has not 
this regiment in former years been found ] 
at~ the bottom of thé list ih percentage of 
attendance at monthly drill? Has not the 
regiment in the last few months worked its 
way up the column from the 50s and 60s to 
86% percent,? What will be the percent- 
age for April.and May providing Russell is. 
left in command? Itis a case of rule or 
ruin with Russell, and from all appearances, 
without a sudden change, ruin it will be 
— we will have no National Guard in this 
city. 

The business men of this city should take 
an interest in this matter and take imme- 
diate steps toward healing the wound, 
otherwise there will be no National Guard 
in the city. The Armory will be a thing of 
the past.

Where the Los Angeles Supply 
Comes From. 


Varieties Found in Los Angeles 


County Waters. 


How the Fish are Caught, Shipped 
: and Marketed. 


Many Varieties, from the Scarceand Costly 
Pompano to the Big, Coarse Jew Fish 
—Crude Methods, Involving 
Much Waste—Statistics. 


It has always been a source of wonder 
to new arrivals in Los Angeles that 
fresh fish should command so high a 
price in the market, considering the 
short distance from Los Angeles to an 
ocean which teems with food fishes. 
Retail prices have ruled from 12% to 
25 cents a pound until within the last 
few weeks, when a fishing company | 
commenced selling all varieties ata 


Fish is a 
wholesome diet, and it is a matter of 


generally very seaworthy, Many 
species of fish, eapecially the 
are captured in gillnets, of which about 
seventy-five are used. The nets are 
about forty fathoms long. Several of 
these nets are sometimes tied together.

Many excellent varieties of food fish 
are found off the coast of Los Angeles 
county.

The barracuda, which is much esteemed, 
averages three feet in length. It is of 
slighter build than the powerful batra- 
enda of the Guif of Mexico. The 
halibut found here is a_ bastard 
variety. There are also caught 
in considerable quantitles, sea bass, jew 
fish, founders, whiting, sardine, yellow 
tail, mackerel, horse mackerel, bonito, 
pompano, redfish (or fathead,) croak- 
ers, oil shark, fish, 
perch, kingfish and mullet, pom- 
pano is a scarce fish, much esteemed 
epicures. As much as 80 cents a 
is paid for it by the dealers to fisher- 
men, while the price of ordinary fish 
ranges from 8 to5 cents. <A thousand 
pounds isa pretty good season's catch 
of pompano. The mackerel are identi- 
cal with the bull’s eye or thimble eye 
mackerel of the Atlantic.

ate Eastern oysters on the coast of 
this county. In time these efforts will 
probably prove successful. The con- 
sumption would be largely increased if 
prices were lower. 
’ The principal fishing points whence 
the Los Angeles supply of fish is derived 
are Portuguese Bend, White Point, San 
Pedro, Wilmington, Santa Monica and 
Santa Catalina {fsland: From San Di- 
ego mullet is now being imported, as it 
is not obtainable here at present. The 
seacoast fisheries of this county are, 
next to those of San Francisco and San 
Diego, the most important in the State. 
The industry is rapidly increasing, but 
is still capable of much development. 
The weather is favorable to fishing a 
large part of the year, while the fish- 
ing grounds are convenient to the shi 
ping points. The grounds may be di- 
vided into three classes: Those about 
Santa Catalina Island, the ‘‘banks’’ be-- 
tween the island and the shore, and the 
shore grounds along the coast or in the 
lagoons and bays. Santa Catalina 
Island abounds with fish and has been 
less depleted than other grounds, being 
twenty milesfrom the coast. 
the clear water every movement of the 
fish may be watched at a depth of from 
ten to twenty feet. The offshore bank, 
between Catalina and the mainland, 
but nearer the latter, extends from a 
point six miles southeast of San Pedro, 
nearly parallel with the shore, a dis- 
tance of about twenty miles, In San 
Pedro Bay fishing is pursued by means 
of troll lines and gill nets. 

The catch fluctuates greatly, depend- 
ing largely upon varying conditions of 
tide and wind, One weekscarcely any- 
thing will be caught and the following 
week more than the men can handle. 
When the fish run freely the local 
market is easily overstocked, During 
the past few weeks there has been a 
heavy supply. On one day recently six 
tons were brought tothe city, In such 
cases many have to be thrown away.

Visitors to Los Angeles are apt to 
complain at the way the city is laid out, and 
the difficulty of their way about, 


owing to our poor system of naming (num- 
bering?) our streets. Take the system in 
vogue in Galveston, Minneapolis or Denver, 
for instance, and, in comparison, Los An- 
geles streets are very hard to locate. 
Along step in the right direction was 
made when the streets were given numeri- 
cal names from First atreet west. It seems 
to me, however, that the same plan should 
have been carried east of First street, 
clearthrough to the eastern city limits. 
When a numerical name os pores to a street 
its location is also indicated. As itis here 


hnow, if a person wished to find Hansen 


street, for instance, he is under the neces- 
sity of hunting up some person who knows 
where that street is. 

The names now given our streets east of 


| Fiyst street, and in other parts of the city, 


ve no suggestion whatever as to their 
ocation. But give numbers to the streets 
both east and west of First street, adding 
the letter E or W to show whether east or 
west of First, and it will be a much easier 
matter for a stranger to locate himself. N 
or S could also be added .to the E or W to 
show whether a house was north or south 
of the street used as a dividing line. For 
instance. instead of No. 154 North Johnson 
street, it would be No. 154 Twenty-eighth 
street NE, the *“N"’ indicating that the 
house was north of Downey avenue (the 
dividing line in East Los Angeles,) and the 
“—” that it was east of First street. 

Then if. we could have each street bear 
the same name throughout its entire length, 
Main street be Main street, in East Los 
Angeles and elsewhere in the city limits. 
Welfskill-Central-Vernon avenue called 
simply Central avenue throughout its entire 
length, etc., and furthermore, have thor- 
oughfares running in one direction called 
streets, and those running at right angles 
called avenues, the latter named alphabeti- 
cally, we would have a city in which a 
stranger (and a resident also, for that mat- 
te would have much less difficulty in 
finding his way about.

THE BLACK SWALLOWER.. _ 


BY W. N. CURTIS, 
What a terrible, horrible animal a 
tiger would be were jt able at one meal

any creatures able to do this, and yet, 
far down in the depths of the southern 
seas, there lives a fish known as the 
Black. Swallower, chiasmodon niger, 
which can swallow whole a fish eight to 
twelve times larger than itself. 

Happily for the other inhabitants of 
the seathe chiasmodon niger is rare, 
there being but three know specimens 
in the museums of the world. 

In appearance the chinsmodon niger 
is a slender, elongated fish of uniforn 
thickness, from eight inches to a foot in 
length. The skin is without scales, the 
head somewhat cone-shaped, narrowing 
forward. Its fins. end in spines, thus 
preventing it from becoming a dainty 
morsel for other fishes. The mouth is 
that of a monster; it is very deeply 
cleft, extending behind the eyes, and 
armed with many long, sharp-pointed 
and movable teeth. Such is its appear- 
ance with an empty stomach. | 

Going about in search of food it es- 
pies another fish many times larger 
than itself, but which, nevertheless, 
may be managed. It darts upon this 
fish from behind, seizes the tail and 
gradually climbs over the strugglin 
victim with its jaws, using first one an 
then the other. 

As the captive is taken in, the stom- 
ach and integuments stretch out, until 
at last the entire fish is passed through 
the mouth into the stomach. Then the 
distended belly appears as a great bag, 
projecting out both far backward and 
far forward. Over this horrible bag, 
and resting on it, the swallower seems 
to lie; the lower fins appear dislocated 
and lie faraway from their usual posi- 
tion. 

The walls. of the stomach and belly 
have been so stretched that they are 
transparent and the species of the fish 
within can be discerned. Sometimes— 
three times at least—such rapacity. 
ig more than the captor itself 
can stand. At length the fish within 
the stomach begins to decompose and 
gas is created. The ch is 
forced over upon its back, when the 
imprisoned gas, as in a balloon, takes 
it upward from the depths to the sur- 
face of the sea. 

Thus have the thrée specimens been 
found floating on the surface, thousands 
of fathoms above their true haunts. In 
each instance the fish in the stomach 
has been about twice as long as the 
swallower and from six to twelve times 
bulkier.

Remarkuble Story for Which a West

LAY SERMONS. 


The great trouble with many in the 
Christian world is that they turn away 
back to the hills of Judea to find their 
divine Christ, forgetting that this same 
Christ is with us still, that this Christ 
was for all time and for all ages. 

That beautiful story of Jesus of Naza- 
reth we love toread. It lifts up the 
hearts of His children and gladdens 
them and fills them with hope and 
strength. But we must not forever 
tarn back when we are in search of 
Him, for it was not alone in Judea that 
He lived, for He is here today as truly 
as He was inthe East when His san- 
daled feet trod the shores of Genesaret 
or walked on the banks of the Jordan. 
‘‘Lo, lam with you always, even unto 
the end of the world.’’ Thatimplies an 
ever present God, one who walks by our 
side and who abides with us. 

‘Tam with you always.’’ That is an 
assurance to his children that itis not 
the past alone’ that holds their Re- 
deemer and Saviour, and if they would 
find Him they have but to look around 
and before them to discover Him. 

The eternity of Christ’s being is our 
consolation. ‘‘The same yesterday, to- 
day and forever’’ is the Master that we 
worship.

, Growing All Large Potatoes. 
[American Cultivator. | 

One of the secrets of single-eye plant- 
ing is that where‘it is practised the po- 
tatoes are all large and fully matured. 
Of course such potatoes make better 
seed, and where the practice is contin- 
ued from year to year it may be profit- 
able. Single-eye planting should, how~ 
ever, be confined at first to drills. One 
stalk may be enough for each foot or fif- 
teen inches in the drill, or if it fails the 
loss is not much, But if planted in hills 
three feet apart each way the failure of 
a single hill becomes a serious matter. 
With ordinary seed single-eye planting 
must result in many missed hills. At 
first, therefore, only enough should be 
planted by single eyes for seed for the 
ensuing year. It may theu better be 
‘determined whether the gain from hav- 
ing no small potatoes to sort out is suf- 
ficient to balance the Wessened yield 


from single-eye planting.

The lapels are always well 
peaked and are from 24 to 244 inches 
wide atthe top. The fronts are in- 
tended to close with three buttons only, 
except for the shorter styles when the 
are sometimes made to close wit 
four.

The edges dre doublé 
stitched, the sleeves are Gnished with a 
vent and one button and is made of 
fancy worsteds or cheViote and of tweed 
or cassimere suitings. 

For, half-dress and business purposes 
the one-button cutaway will also be 
‘considerably worn. It should be 82% 
in length for half-dress, but not more 
thah 82 inches for business wear. It is 
made soft so as to roll freé when the 
front is unbuttoned in either case, but 
the side flaps aré only correct when 
worn for business purposes. For day 
wear or half-dress, the vest and the 
trousers are the same as those worn 
with the double-breasted frock, but the 
trousers are longer for business pur- 

ges, the average proportions bein 

rom 20 to 20% inches at the knee an 
from 173% to 17 inches at the bottom. 

Maty people are partial to the sack 
coat, and the style this season is shapely 
anddesirabie. All sacks are longer than 
last season and show an increased 
length of roll. They &fe not close-fit- 
ting and have the side seams moderatelys 
curved. The double breasted coat made 
of striped ahd thixed cheviots 
and other similar suitings, will be much 
worn during the spring months. Fora 
man of average height the length will 
be Bl inches. The lapéis are moder. 
ately peaked, the fronts are evenly 
spaced for five holes, the roll extending 
to the third. All the pockets have flaps 
to go either in or out. The edges are 
double stitched and the sleéves are 
finished with a vent and one button. 

The straight front single-breasted 
sack, either with all the pockets patched 
on, Or with flaps for the lower pockets 
ahd a welt for the breast potket will be 
much worn. It will be madé with all 
sorts of suitings in plaids, chécks, 
stripes and mixtures and will average 
80 inchés in length. The edges will be 
double stitched when the pockets are 
patched on, but when they are not will 
usually be sifgle stitched close. The 
three button cutaway sack will 
be of the same length, and be- 
sides being made of cheviots, 
cassimeres, tweeds.and homespunhs, 
as in the single breasted sack, 
will also be made of whipetords. When 
of the latter material the edges will be 
double stitched on the seams, lapped 
and stitched to match. The fronts are 
cut away rather abruptly from the 
lower button, which is opposite the 
ticket pocket. Ali the pockets have 
flaps, and the sleeves are finished with 
a vent and one button. Stout and cér- 
pulent men and some others will wear 
the one-button cutaway sack. About 
80 inches is the correct length for this 
style of garment. It rolls six inches 
and is cut away to show three inches of 
the vest. The breast pocket ie fur- 
nished with a vent, but the lower 
pockets have flaps. 

The open or low roll sack will be very 
popular during the warmer months. It 
is of t-e same length as the other sin- 


le-breasters, and is almost as full in the ; 


ront as the straight front sack. The 
front is evenly spaced for five holes and 
buttons, and the roll should extehd to 
the second when not buttoned. The 
finish should be soft,:so that it- may be 
worn with one button closed, if désired. 
The fronts, below the lower hole and 
button, are boldly rotinded to the but- 
ton, The breast pocket is usually fin- 
ished with a welt, but it may have, as 
the r pockets, flaps to go in or out. 
The edges are double-stitched, and the 
sleeves are finished with a vent closed 
with one button. For a sack suit the 
vest is single-breasted, has a notched 
collar with a crease, opens from 44 to 
15 inches and is 2644 inches long. The 
trousers are slightly sprung and have 
the side seams welted. They range 
from 20 to 21 inches in width at the 
knee and from 17% to 18 inches at 
the bottom. 
A handsome garment and one that is 
greatly admired for day and half dress 
during the summer is the straight-front 


j single-breasted frock coat.. It is made 


of the same material, finished in the 
same manner and may be used on the 
same occasions as the double-breasted 
frock. It has five buttonholes and but- 
tons evenly spaced, and either closes 
with four or rolisfree when the fronts 
are thrown open. | 
For evening coats, é¢xcept that both 
peaked lapels and the shaWl-roll coat 
are made longer, they are the same as 
last year. e average lengths are 
from 88 to 40 inches to the bottom of 
the skirt.

“The large abdomen is the most inele- 
gant defect of the stout woman.

Yokes 
give apparent width to the shoulders, 


‘and are becoming to the stout. 


Lines carried up on the shoulders add 
to the apparent height of the figure 
and the stout can therefore wear the 
flange collars now in vogue that stand 
up round the shoulders sometimes three 
deep; also the high collar that stands 
open in front and rolls away from the 
face, and all shoulder ornaments, in- 
cluding the popular ribbons which pass 
round the armhole and are tied upon 
the shoulders. In materials she must

CHINESE SLAVERY. 


A Young Girl Imprisoned in a Cellar at 
Auburn. 
[Placer Republican. [ 

The fact is not perhaps generally 
known to our citizens that a young 
Chinese girl has been kept in bondage 
ina cellerin Chinatown for a trifle 
over two years. The only point through 
which she can see the light of day is a 
small cellar window with iron shutters, 
supplemented on the inside with strong 
iron bars. These shutters are often 
open, and her bleached face may be 
seen by the passer-by almost any day. 
The girl is a sister of the boy Ah Wing, 
who attends our public school, and her 
name is Ah Fung. 

When agirl reaches the age of 14 
years it is the Chinese custom to place 
her in secure quarters and hold her in 
bondage untilshe is sold for marriage. 
In this way it is impossible for a girl to 
escape or be stolen. The mother of Ab 
Fung has had two offers to sell her. 
One was a rich Chinaman from Sacra- 
mento, but her objection to this match 
was that the Chinaman was not healthy. 
The second offer came from a Chinese 
merchant at Los Angeles, but the ob- 
jection to this almond-eyed Mongolian 
was that he was not good looking, so.the 
girl remained behind the bars. 

The only reason for her incarceration 
is that she is a marriageable Chinese 
girl anda virgin. While it may not be 
advisable to interfere with their bar- 
barous customs we must say that did 
such a condition of affairs exist with 


people of any other nation’ who make - 


their home among us they would not be 
tolerated for a moment. ) 

Those who are curious may see the 
girl’s face almost any day as they pass 
through tbe alley by Kee Chin's build- 
ing. er face is as devoid of color as 
is possible for one of her nationality. 
Her brother, Ah Wing, isa _ bright Chi- 
nese lad and has attended our public 
school for a number of years, but his 
sister has not stepped into the open air 
for over two yeafs. Howlong she must 
remain behind iron bars in that damp 
cellar isa matter of conjecture.

Outside of the very interesting his- 
torical matter contained in its pages, 
the book is a beautiful example of typo- 
graphical skill, the engraver’s art, and 
the binder’s taste. The mezzotint of 
Washington, the etching of Fraunce’s 
Tavern, in which the society had its be- 
ginning, and the illustration of stalwart 
Ethan Allen demanding from the 
startled Delaplace the surrender of 
Ticonderoga ‘in the name of the Great 
Jehovah and the Continental Congress,”’ 
are of a character to elicit only prais 
from the critical. 
Thesociety, ‘‘Sons of the Revolution,”’ 
was organized in 1876 in Fraunce’s 
Tavern, New York City, in the long 
room in-whiche Washington bade fare- 
well to his officers after the achieve- 
ment: of the independence for which 
they had so long fought. Its mem- 
bership is composed of those who are 


the Revolution, and its organization is 
rapidly spreading throughout the 
United States. 

In these modern days it is well to 
know that there is a powerful and 
rapidly. growimg society composed of 
the descendents of those who pledged 
their_property and their lives for the 
obtaining of that liberty which we have 
enjoyed for over a century; and that 
the fundamental principle of this organ- 
ization is the patriotic determination to 
maintain and perpetuate those insti- 
tutions for which their tathers gave 
their lives. 

Not less patriojic, but perhaps less 
extended and less widely known, is the 
Society of the War of 1812, composed 
of the descendants of those who took 
vp arms in defense of the righteous 
principles. which were the cause of that 
struggle. In the lists of names of both 
societies appear names that are part of 
the history of the United States. 

The existence of these societies is a 
subject of congratulation, and Califor- 
nia is to.be congratulated that branches 
of both sdcieties are now in process of 
organization in this city.

The Complaint Charging Him with 
| Murder Dismissed. 


The District Attorney Denounces the Ar- 
rest as Persecution, and Says There 
is no Evidence’on which to 
Hold Him. 


Wong Chee, the Chinese ‘‘boss,’’ ap- 
peared before Justice Stanton in the 
Township Court for arraignment upon 
the charge of murder preferred against 
him by Tom Bing, yesterday afternoon, 
with his counsel, C. C. Stephens, Esq. 

At the close of the reading of the 
complaint the Court proceded to inform 
the defendant of his. legal rights in 
the premises, when he was interrupted 
by DistrictAttorney McLachlan, who 
said: . 

If the court please, I was not aware until 
I picked up the papers this morning that 
the defendent in this case, Wong Chee, had 
been arresfed for thiscrime. It has long 
since, and ever since I have nin office, 
been the custom of the Police and Justices 
Courts of this city and county, on important 
matters like this, toconsult the District 
Attorney with reference to whether a com- 
plaint should be filed against citizens of 
this county or not. In this case, for some 
reason, that was not done. I happen to 
know a great deal about the circumstances 
connected with this case,, for, if Your 
Honor please, in my official capacity I have 
investigated fully all the facts connected 
with it, and I was not a little surprised this 
morning when I found the defendant had 
been arrested on this charge. 

As the complaint states, ‘something like 
two years ago, a murder was committed in 
Chinatown, and a Chinese was shot down. 
Several Chinesé were charged with the 
commission of that offense... Among others 
arrested, I believe, for that charge, was the 
defendant now before this court, at least a 
complaint was filed charging him, with sev- 
eralothers, with the commission of this 
crime, in Justice Austin’s Court, in this 
city, something like two years ago. After- 
ward, there was a trial for that murder in 
the Superior Court of this county, where 
four Chinese were tried for the commission 
of that offense. Two of those Chinese were 
convicted by the jury on that trial of ‘the 
murder of the deceased, convicted of mur- 
der in the second degreee. If I remember 
correctly, thetestimony in that case showed 
rough the deceased, 
which caused his death. Upon the records 
of this county, two Chinese: have already 
been convicted by a jurv.of the commission 
of this crime.. at trial has been reversed 
by the Supreme Courtofthe State, and a 
new trial has been granted these two de- 
fendants before the Superior Court of this 
county. 

Something like eight months ago my at- 
tention was called to the fact that there 
was acomplaint tiled against this defend. 
ant, Wong Chee, in Justice Austin’s Court 
in this city, and I was requested to invest- 


| igate all the facts connecting this defendant 


with the commission ofthatcrime, I made 
a personal, thorough investigation of all 
the facts and circumstances connected with 
that murder. “I called upon the Chief of 
Police and many other witnesses who were 
acquainted with the facts connected with 
the murder. I also examined the written 
testimony inthe Superior Court tending to 
prove who committed this murder, and 
after due consideration and a full and thor- 
ough investigation ®f the facts, I, myself, 
as the District Attorney of this county, 
went before Justice Austin and requested 
that thecomplaint, charging this defendant 
with the murder of that Chinese, be dis- 
missed on the ground that there was not 
ane evidence to warrant his being 


e 

“This defendant came to this town about 
that time and has been here ever since, and 
during my official term it has been my duty 
to prosecute a large number of Chinese, and 
several are now serving terms at the peni- 
tentiary at San Quentin, as‘ the result of 
my efforts. During those transactions, the 


defendant, now at this bar. was charged 
over and over again, and accused of being | 


the means of the conviction of the two Chi- 
nese I have already referredto. A great 
deal of feeling has been manifested, not. 
only by the convicted Chinese, but by coun-

Furthermore, I not only

conversant at the time I asked Justice Aus- 
tin to dismiss that complainton the ground 
that there was not sufficient testimony. I 
know of no new testimony today, and 
therefore I appear before Your Honor to 
ask that this complaint be dismissed and 
the defendant discharged upon the ground 
that fhe people have no testimony upon 


which to justify an ¢xamination into the | 


case. 

When I asked to be made District Attor- 
ney of this county I made a solemn pledge 
before that convention thatI would do my 
duty and use my ability to see that every 
criminal was conyicted who came within 
the jurisdiction of this county, and I fur- 
ther stated that I would be equally as zeal. 
ous to see to it that no man was pérsecuted, 
and, if Your Honor please, I cannot stand 
up and see even a Chinese persecuted.- I 
will not persecute any Chinese myself, nor 
will I allow any outside person to use the 


machinery of the county for such a pur: | 


pose while I am District Attorney. 

Now, I stand bere to say thatI have in. 
vestigated all the testimony at the com.-. 
mand of the people in this case, so far as it 
connects this defendant with the crime, 
and I am here to say that no testimony has 
been presented or brought to my knowl. 
edge, which does connect him with the 
crime, andI therefore ask Your Honor to 
dismiss this complaint. But, I will say; 
if the time comes in the future, or at any 


time when testimony is produced, that tn }

4Vestbrook Pleads Guilty to Em- 
bezzlement. 


Sentenced to Three Years’ Imprtson- 
ment in San Quentin. 


The Ewing Divorce on Rehearing 
Before Judge Shaw. 


Peculiar Features of the Case—No Other 
«Decrees Granted—Dr. Bragg and 
Mrs. Abila—General Court 

Notes. 


In Department One yesterday morn- 
ing M. C. Westbrook, the defaulting 
cashier of the land department of the 
Southern California Railroad Company, 
appeared before Judge Smith with his 
Sounsel, T. K. Wilson, Esq., to answer 
to the charge of embezzlement pre- 
ferred against him. 

An information having been filed by 
Assistant District Attorney McComas, 
the defendant was duly arraigned upon 
the charge and after waving all his 
legal rights, entered his plea of guilty. 

His counsel thereupon arose and elo- 
quently appealed to the mercy of the 
courton behalf of his client. He admit- 
ted that young Westbrook had committed 
the crime charged and fled to the Sand- 
wich Islands. but stated that after 
thinking the matter over he had deter- 
mined to return and make a clean 
breast of the whole matter and accept 
the inevitable consequences. Upon his 
arrival at San Francisco, however, he 
was arrested. He hada wife and two 
small children, who were dependent 
upon him for their support, and, as 
everything they owned had been turned 
over to the railroadcompany, they were 
absolutely destitute. It was a matter 
af considerable importance to them, 
therefore, that Westbrook’s sentence 
be suchas toenable him to resume du- 
ties toward them as soon as possible. 

Judge Smith, in passing sentence upon 
Westbrook, remarked that if he per- 
mitted his feelings to control this matter 
the sentence imposed would be lighter 
than it ought to be, but the feelings of 
the Court must be suppressed, and the 
ends of justice must be 
People whocommit crime must be 
ished commensurately with the aravity 
of their offense, in order that others 
may thereby be deterred from following 
theirexample. It was to be deplored 
that a young man like the defendant at 
the bar, of good standing and position in 
society, should be guilty of such an of- 
fense, but from the representations 
made and what had been learned ont- 
side, it was evident to the Court that 
these peculations had been going on for 
some trme, and on each occasion the de- 
fendant had been guilty of larceny. 
Ede defendant did not look like a crim- 

nal; in fact, he appeared to be any- 
hing but the kind of a man who woutd 
permit himself to be engaged in the 
commission of acts suchasthese. How- 
ever, from whatever aspect the case 
was looked at, it was a serious matter, 
aud the defendant would have to pay 
the penalty. In view of the fact that 
the, defendant was not a confirmed 
criminal, and the Court believed that a 
term in the penitentiary would prove a 
lesson neverto be forgottep and the 
turning point of his life, it would make 
the sentence lighter than otherwise. 
Tt was therefore adjudged that the de- 
fendant be sentenced to imprisonmenté 
in the State prison at San Quentin for 
the term of three years. 
DIVORCE- BUSINESS. — 

“The divorce suit of Robert 8. Ewing 
vs. Emma A. Ewing came up for hear- 
ing before Judge Shaw in Department 
Five,.the doors of which were closed 
during the trial of the case, yesterday 
afternoon. 

The matter was, heard on February 
17 last, when defendant was granted a 
diverce by default, but six days later 
the case was reopened upon defendant’s 
motion and the decree set aside. On 
March 22 last she filed a cross-com- 
plaint, in which she applied for a di- 
vorce on the grounds of habitual intem- 
perance and cruelty and demanded the 
custody of her children, two little 
golden-haired girls, aged respectively 8 
and 7 years.

The special train bearing President 
C. P. Huntington, members of his fam- 
ily and certain officials of the railroad 
company, arrived over the Southern 
Pacific from the East at noon yesterday. 
Mr. Huntington and his party occupied 
his private car Oneonta and acar be- 
longing to the Newport News and Mis- 
sissippi Valley road, and a Central Pa- 
cific directors’ car accommodated. Gen- 
eral Manager A. N. Towne and Chief 
Engineer William Hood, who had met 
their Chiefin Arizona. Mr. Huntington 
is enjoying good health and looked fully 
as well as he did on the occasion of his 
last visit here a yearago. He greeted 
a Times man cordially and expressed. a 
willingness to give all the information 
desired. 

‘This is only my regular annual in- 
spection tour,”’ said he, ‘and I take par- 
ticular pains to give the Southern Pa- 
cific a thorough looking over. I passed 
some time in Texas looking over. our 
new work there, especially the high 

bridge over the Pecos River.”’ 

‘‘What is your opinion of the rumor 
that Jay Gould contemplates building a 
railroad through Northern Mexico to the 
Pacific Coast?” was asked. 

“Well, Mr. Gould is a very sagacious 
man—altogether too sagaciolts to un- 
dertake sucha project. There is noth- 
ing on the Gulf of California worth 
going there for. Oh, no, I don’t sages 
to see such a railroad built.’’ 

‘‘What can you tell me about the j re- 
port of young H. E. Huntington's pros-

BEET-SUGAR INDUSTRY. 


Articles of Incorporation of the Ana- 
heim Association. 


The First Co-operative Factory in the 
United States—A Protest Against ° 
the Removal of the 
Bounty. 


Six months ago a movement was set 
on foot in.:the Cahuenga Valley to in- 
augurate a beet-sugar factory on the co- 
operative plan, similar to that which 
has proved so successful in Germany. 
Under this system the land is bonded for 
five years, contingent uponan agree- 
ment to raise sugar beets, each acre of 
land representing one share of stock 
in the factory. Capitalists then fur- 
nish the necessary funds to erect the 
building, which it is expected to pay for 
in five years by asinking fund. Several 
meeting were held at Cahuenga, full re- 
ports of which were given in Tur 
Times. The proposition fell through, as 
not quite enough land was pledged. 

Therenpon F. J. Capitain, the archi- 
tect, of this city, who. had taken a 
prominent part in the Cahuenga move- 
ment, was solicited to work up a similar 
enterprise in the Santa Ana Valley, 
where he was successful, much enthu- 
siasm being displayed by the farmers 
and business men. The necessary 
amount of land was pledged and Mr, 
Capitain went to St. Louis to secure the 
capital. Yesterday articles of incorpo- 
ration were received from Sacramento. 
The subscription list represents 3000 
acres of the finest landin the Santa Ana 
Valley, in lots of from 1 to 150 acres, 
there being 294 stockholders. The di- 
rectors are E. P. Fowler, of San Diego; 
Franuk J. Capitain, of Los Angeles; S. 
Littlefield, Plez James, H, A. Pierce, 
Thomas J. Jones and A. Rimpau, of 
‘Anaheim. With the articles of incor- 
poration the charter of the ‘association 
was received. 

Recent efforts of the Democrats 
have Congress repeal the bounty of 2 
cents a pound on sugar—a bill for that 
purpose having been introduced «by 
Scott of Illinois—have called out from’ 
the stockholders in this association a 
protest, which was forwarded to Wasb- 
ington. The petitioners state, among 
other things, that they believe the 
United States may be made independ- 
ent of all reliance upon foreign coun- 
tries for its sugar supply, and that this 
would give employmeut to‘l,000,000 
workers and save the annual deporta- 
tion of $150,000,000 in gold. 

The petition was forwarded to Sena- 
tor Felton, who acknowledged receipt, 
under date of the 24th, stating that it 
would be duly presented to the Senate. 

The present enterprise is noteworthy, 
as it is the first of its kindin the United 
States. If successful it will doubtless 
be followed by scores of others. In 
Germany, of 401 beet-sugar factories, 


880 are cogducted upon this plan.

WEATHER FORECASTS. © 


The Next Storm Wave Due on the 
Coast April 9. 


How It Will Sweep Eastward—To be Fol. 
lowed by Cool and Then by Warm 
Spring Weather—Local 
Predictions, 


Sr. Josern April 1,—[Copy- 
right, 1892, by W. oster.] My last 
letter gave forecasts of the storm wave 
due tocross the continent from April 4th 
to 9th and the cool wave to cross the 
continent from 6thto llth. The next 
storm wave will reach the Pacific Coast 
about April 9, cross the western mount- 
ains by the close of the 10th, the great 
central valleys from 11th to 183th, and 
the Eastern States about 15th. 
This disturbance will be at its greatest 
force in the western portion of the great 
central valleys about the 10th, - The 
cool wave will cross the continent from 
12th to 17th. 

Growing spring weather will advance 
rapidly, with good rains in most places 
during the first half ofthe month. The 
average of warm weather will rapidly 
increase till about the 25th, when a 
cooler period will set in. Rainfall will 
be deficient during the last half of the 
month in many places. 

INDORSED BY EMINENT SCIENTISTS. 

In my last letter I qnoted from Prof. 
Proctor’s works, wherein he declares 
that planets cause the sunspots and that 
sunspots are connected withour earth’s 
cyclonic storms. I again quote from 
his ‘Other World’s Than Ours,’’ as fol- 
lows: ‘*‘No disturbance can affect the 


solar photosphere without affecting our . 


earth toa greater or less degree, and if 
our earth, then also the other planets. 

. « Meteoric and cometic sys- 
tems have been visited by the great 
magnetic waves and upon the dispersed 
members of the one and the subtle 
structure of the other effects even more 
important may have been produced 
than thos? striking phenomena which 
characterize the progress of terrestrial 
or planetary. magnetic storms,”’ 

All these statements by Prof. Proctor 
would leave the impression that he was 
an ardent advdcate of electro-planetary 
meteorology, and I can suggest no 
amendment to his statements, but ac- 
cept them as most excellent evidence 
favoring the theories I advocate. On 
page 47 he says: ‘‘We see that a new 


and most important bond of union exists. 


between the memDers of the solar sys- 
tem. The sun not-only sways them by 
the vast attraction of his gravity, not 
only illumines them, not only warms 
them, but pours forth on all his subtle 
yet powerful magnetic influences. A 
new analogy between the members of 
the solar system is thus introduced.”’ 

In the above Prof; Proctor declares 
that heat, light and gravity are not the 
only effects the sun has on the earth, 
but that magnetism must be added to 
to these forces-as coming from the sun 


" totheearth. He does not even stop 


here, as I will demonstrate by the fol- 
lowing quotations. He says: ‘‘During 
the autumn of 1859 a bright spot 
was observed on the sun. It 
was found that the self-registering 


magnetic instruments of the Kew Ob- |-- 


servatory had been sharply disturbed at 
the instant. when the bright spot was 
seen. Telegraphic communication was 
interrupted and at a station in Norway 
the telegraphic apparatus was set on 
fire, auroras appeared in the northern 
and southern hemispheres during the 
night which followed, and the whole 
frame of the earth seemed to thrill re- 


| sponsively to the disturbance which had 


affected the great centralluminary of the 
solar system. . . Since we have 
every reason to believe that the light of 
the auroros is due to the electrical dis- 


‘charges taking placein the upper re- 


gions of the air we are invited to the 
belief that the coronal light may be due 
tosimilar discharges taking place be- 
tween the particles constituting the 
corona.’’ 

Thus Prof. Proctor asserts that elec- 
tricity causes the aurora, that sunspots 
are connected with the aurora, and 
with our earth’s cyclonic storms, and 
therefore that electricity is connected 
with sunspots, auroras, earth storms 
and with planetar Rogge wg on our 
earth and sun. my last letter I 
quoted his uatanan that the planets 
caused sunspots, Thus we have from 
this high authority the assurance that 
planetary. influences, through the 
mediums of gravity, magnetism and 
electricity, cause sunspots, magnetic 
storms and our earth’s cyclonic storms. 
Thus Prof. Proctor includes in the 
causes of earth disturbances the three 


forces that constitute the base of elec- 


tro-planetary metedrology. Whoever 
reads Prof, Proctor’s ‘ ther Worlds 
Than Ours’’ will be surprised that he 
has ever been quoted as discrediting 
this system of forecasting the weather. 

Readers of these letters will begin to 
surmise that I will be able to establish 
every principle of electro-planatary 
meteorology hy the published state- 
ments of octor. Not only this, 
but I will hal that he indorsed the 
electric laws by which I forecast 
droughts 
theory of which I have never published. 
In advocating these theories, however, 
Prof. Proctor never suspicioned that 
they are prominent in this system of 
meteorology. 

I am preparing to organize a society 
of electro-planetary meteorologists 
and the first annual convention of this 
society will probably be held at Chicago 
during the World’s Fair next year. I 
will be pleased to hear from those who 
will probably take an interest in this 
society. 

Those who are giving attention to 
this subject will d many valuable 
ideas and much important data by send- 
ing 25 cents to Prof. Mansill, Rock 
Island, Uil., for his 1892 almanac. It 
gives the positions of the planets for 
every day in the year anda good record 
of the weather for past years.
